Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see Remarks (filed on February 4, 201 1 ) page 1 0 6 th 
paragraph for independent claim 1, page 111 s1 paragraph for independent claim 17, 
and page 10 paragraphs 2-4 (see also Attachment after Conclusion section) regarding 
figure and specification objections and U.S.C. 101 rejections, have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The cancellation of claims 3, 4, 11-16, 20, 22, 29, and 
30 is acknowledged and the rejection/objection of claims 1-30 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 , 2, 5-10, 1 7-1 9, 21 , and 23-28 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present application comprises some of the elements of the claims, such as 
the following features, in combination with other recited limitations, which the closest 
prior art of record and the references cited in form PTO-1449 taken either singly or in 
combination does not teach or suggest: 

■ inheriting, when the adjacent pixel group inheritable provisional identification 
information, the inheritable provisional identification information as the common 
identification information; recording, when the adjacent pixel group includes other 
inheritable provisional identification information, connecting information for the 
inherited provisional identification information and non-inherited provisional 
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Art Unit: 2624 

identification information; setting, when the adjacent pixel group does not include 
inheritable provisional identification information, new provisional identification 
information as the common identification information (independent claims 1 and 
17).

Dear Examiner Yeh: 

In response to paragraph 4 of the Office action dated Aug. 4, 2010, and your recent 
telephone inquiry, we suggest the following. 1. Applicant submits that no new matter is 
being presented: 

4 (a) The provisional identification information shows the pixels, for example, if on- 
pixels are connected or not. Connections of pixels are searched from the top to the 
bottom as described in Fig 1 . Therefore searched on-pixels have some provisional 
identification information and on-pixels under search or before search have no 
provisional identification information. 

4 (b) Provisional identification information only shows if searched on-pixels are 
connected or not. When scanning is progressed from the top to bottom, sometimes the 
connected pixels (A group (identifier A)) and the other connected pixels (B group 
(identifier B)) are connected to each other at a point. In such case, after that point, 
scanning will be performed using identifier A, for example, as the inherited identifier for 
identifying the connected pixels to A group and B group. The information that groups A 
and B are connected and that identifier A is the inherited identifier of the groups are 
stocked. Figure 8 is a flow diagram illustrating the relationships among "binarized pixel, 
and relabeling". 

4(c) 2x2 pixels are connected each other, so 2x2 pixels are all on-pixels and those 
pixels have the same identifier. But if pixels gO, g1 and g2 are off-pixels and g3 is an 
on-pixel, g3 gets a new identifier.
